Buck Beltzer Directions: From Lincoln’s Municipal Airport: Exit the airport 
on W.Adams Street, the main road leading out to Cornhusker Highway. Follow 
W. Adams Street to the first stoplight and turn right on Cornhusker Highway. 
Follow this and takea right on 14th Street. Go south until you reach Holdrege 
Street. Turn right on Holdrege to Stadium Drive. Take a left on Stadium Drive 
and an immediate left to reach the stadium. From Omaha’ Eppley Airport: 
Exit the airport to the stoplight. Turn right onto Abbott Drive.Go approximately 
one mile to Storz Expressway (Abbott Drive turns into Storz Expressway). 
Proceed approximately three miles to I-480 South. Follow the signs and get 
onto I-80 West to Lincoln. Follow 1-80 for about 60 miles and take the 27th 
Street Exit.

Broadcast Rights: The University of Nebraska-Lincoln and Pinnacle Sports 
Productions own exclusive radio broadcast rights to all of the University of 
Nebraska baseball games. Other than the Nebraska Sports Network and the 
University of Nebraska student station (KRNU), the only stations or networks 
that will be allowed to broadcast Nebraska games from Buck Beltzer Stadium 
are those that have rights to broadcast games played by the opposing team. All 
radio stations and networks broadcasting from Buck Beltzer Stadium must 
sign a contract with the University and are subject to a rights fee. Any 
representative ofa radio station or network that has not purchased such rights 
shall notair live game action or description of any game while it is in progress, 
nor shall such representatives air tape-recorded or live commentary of Nebraska 
coaches or players for one hour before or 1/2 hour aftera game. Only stations 
that have purchased broadcast rights may install telephones on press row, or 
use telephones on press row for reporting on games. By accepting media 
credentials, representatives of stations and networks that have not purchased 
broadcast rights signify their agreement to the above stipulations.

Notes on the 2000 Schedule 


+ Seven of Nebraska's 2000 opponents were 
ranked in the 2000 Collegiate Baseball Top 
40 poll, voted on by NCAA Division | coaches 
-No.7 Rice, No. 12 Texas, No. 16 Baylor, No. 
18 Texas Tech, No. 21 Texas A&M, No. 23 
Oklahoma State and No. 32 Arkansas. 
Nebraska rounds out the group of Big 12 
schools, ranked 39th. 


‘The 2000 campaign marks the fifth season 
of Big 12 baseball. A yearago, sixof 11 league 
schools advanced to the NCAA Tournament. 
Those teams were Nebraska, Texas A&M, 
Baylor, Texas Tech, Oklahoma State and 
Texas. 


-The Huskers enter their 2000 slate sporting 
a 37-9 record at home during Head Coach 
Dave Van Horn's tenure, including a run of 
four straight to close out the 1999 season. 
Nebraska posted a record of 209-73 at Buck 
Beltzer Stadium during the 1990s. Nebraska 
which is entering its final season at Buck 
Beltzer Stadium, has an all-time record of 
479-129 (.786) at the stadium. 


- Against Big 12 schools, Nebraska owns a 
record of 590-667-3 (.468), Van Horn owns 
arecord of 36-28 against Big 12 schools, and 
has a winning record over all but three 
schools (Missouri, Oklahoma State and 
Texas A&M). 


« Nine of Nebraska's 2000 opponents reached 
the 1999 NCAA Tournament, including three 
that reached the College World Series (Texas 
A&M, Oklahoma State and Rice). Those nine 
teams combined to compile a record of 25- 
20in NCAA play. Only one of those nine teams 
(Creighton) that qualified for the 1999 NCAA 
Tournament failed to win at least one 
tournament game. Last year’s team went 12- 
6 against teams that qualified for the NCAA 
Tournament, including a 4-2 mark against 
CWS teams (1-0 vs. Baylor, 3-1 vs. Oklahoma

Before 1900, Nebraska football teams were known by such names as 
the Old Gold Knights, Antelopes and the Bugeaters. But in 1900, Lincoln 
sportswriter Charles S. (Cy) Sherman, who was to gain national renown 
as the sports editor of the Lincoln Star and help originate the Associated 
Press football poll, tired of referring to the Nebraska teams with such an 


unglamorous term as Bugeaters. lowa had from time to time, been called 
the Cornhuskers, and the name appealed to Sherman. Iowa partisans seemed to prefer Hawkeyes, so 
Sherman started referring to the Nebraska team as 
Cornhuskers and the 1900 team was the first to bear , ie 
that label. Of course, the name caught on and becamea 

Nebraska byword, eventually becoming the official 


nickname for the state and all athletic teams. The

cartoon character, "Herbie Husker" evolved out of 
Nebraska's trip to the 1974 Cotton Bowl in Dallas. 
Artist Dirk West of Lubbock, Texas, designed a 
Cornhusker cartoon for the Cotton Bow! press 
headquarters that caught the eye of former Nebraska 
SID Don Bryant. In the fall of 1993, the athletic 
department unveiled a block N logo with a script 
"Huskers.” Herbie, the block N logo and the Nebraska 
volleyball logo are registered trademarks of the Athletic 
Department.

» Are, or have been, involved in promoting the University of Nebraska 
athletics program in any way. 


Please note: Once an individual is identified as an Athletic Representative, that 
person retains that identity indefinitely. 


Who is a Prospective Student-Athlete? 

A prospective student-athlete (recruit) is any student who has started classes for 
the ninth grade or above, including students in prep schools and junior college. In 
addition, any student who has officially withdrawn from a four-year institution and 
plans to transfer to another institution is also considered to be a recruit. 

A prospective student-athlete remains a prospect even after verbally committing 
to or signing a National Letter of Intent with the University of Nebraska until he/she 
reports for regular team practice or attends the first day of classes in any regular 
term. 


Whatis contact? 

A contact is any face-to-face encounter between a prospect, or the prospect’s 
parentorlegal guardian, and an institutional staff member orathletic representative, 
during which any dialogue occurs in excess of an exchange or greeting. Written or 
telephonic communications are also considered types of contacts. A booster may 
not contact a prospect, prospect's coach, principal or counselor in an attempt to 
evaluate or recruit the prospect. 


What is an Evaluation? 

An evaluation is any off-campus activity designed to assess the academic 
qualifications or athletic ability of a prospect. Each sport has different limitations 
on the number of times a coach may visit a high school or observe a prospect in 
practice or competition. 


Whatis Recruiting? 


Recruiting is any solicitation of a prospect or a prospect’s family member (or 


guardian) by a Nebraska staff member or athletic representative for the purpose of 


securing the prospect’s enrollment and ultimate participation on a Husker 
intercollegiate athletics team.

When can a coach begin to write a prospective student- 
athlete? 


Letters from coaches and faculty members are not permitted until September 1, 
at the beginning of a prospect's junior year in high school. The NCAA also places 
limitations on the types of information that may be sent to a prospect. Permissible 
types of recruiting materials include general correspondence, academic and 
admission materials, NCAA educational information, questionnaires, camp 
brochures and one sport media guide. Boosters are not allowed to write a prospect. 


Whencanacoach telephonea prospective student-athlete? 

Permissible telephone calls vary per sport. Football is allowed to make one call 
during the month of May ofa prospect's junior year in high school. Additional calls 
may not occur before September 1, or the prospect's senior year. In men’s and 
women’s basketball, one call may be made on or after June 21, of the prospect’s 
junior year in high school with three more calls allowed during the month of July. 
All other sports may not telephone a prospect until July 1, of the prospect's junior 
year in high school. Football, basketball and all other sports may not call a prospect 
more than one time per week unless exceptions are allowed by NCAA legislation. 

Furthermore, a prospect may call a Husker coach at any time when the prospect 
is personally paying for the call. The use of collect calls or toll-free calls to a coach 
may not occur until July 1, of the prospect's junior year in high school. A prospect 
may call a booster but a booster may not call a prospect. A booster must refer any 
questions about Nebraska athletics to the Athletic Department. 


Who is a Student-Athlete? 


A student-athlete is a student whose enrollment was solicited by a member of the 
Nebraska athletic staff or other representative of athletic interest with the intent of 
the student becoming a participating member of a Husker athletic team. 


What is an Extra Benefit? 

An extra benefit is any special arrangement by a Nebraska institutional employee 
or booster to provide a student-athlete or the student-athlete’s relative or friend a 
benefit not expressly authorized by NCAA legislation. Examples of special 
arrangements or extra benefits that are not permissible by NCAA rules include but 
are not limited to: 


Providing cash or loans in any amount. 

Signing or co-signing for a loan as well as guaranteeing bail or bond. 
Giving gifts of any kind, including birthday and holiday gifts. 
Providing use of an automobile. 

Providing rent-free or reduced-rent housing. 

Providing tickets to an athletic, institutional or community event. 
Providing academic course supplies, typing services or duplication costs. 
Providing entertainment for a prospect or the prospect’s family. 
Promising financial aid for postgraduate education. 

Providing an honorarium to a student-athlete for a speaking 
arrangement. 


Please remember to ask before you act. Call the Nebraska Athletic Compliance 
Office at (402) 472-2042 for answers to your questions and concerns regarding 
NCAA rules and regulations. Your telephone call may prevent the loss of eligibility 
for a Husker student-athlete. 


Tournament Champions 
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The 2000 season marks the Nebraska baseball team’s 22nd at Buck Beltzer 
Stadium, and most likely, the last. 

Plans to build one of the best collegiate baseball stadiums in the country will 
bringan end to an era, as Buck Beltzer Stadium prepares to host its final season 
of Husker baseball. The University of Nebraska will share its new stadium with 
a Northern League baseball team that is slated to begin competition in Lincoln 
in the summer of 2001. 

Officially dedicated in 1979 as Buck Beltzer Field, the stadium has grown 
into a quality baseball facility. 

In those 22 years, NU hasa record of 479-129 (a winning percentage of .786) 
in home contests. “The Buck” is a place where the Huskers have had great 
success and where opposing teams have struggled to find a way to win. 

Buck Beltzer Stadium has seen its share of changes. In 1977, the Husker 
Diamond, the name of the stadium prior to 1979, had an artificial playing surface, 
permanent seating and covered dugouts installed to upgrade the facility. 

Then in the spring of 1979, the official baseball site of the University of 
Nebraska since the mid 1940's, was renamed Buck Beltzer Field when a generous 
donation from the Beltzer family (Jim of Grand Island and Mrs. Bob Flory of 
Fremont) made the rest of the development of the stadium (aluminum seats, 
press box, restrooms and concession stands) possible. The stadium received 
its name from O.A.“Buck” Beltzer, a well-known Husker athlete, and Grand 
Island businessman. 

For the first year, the stadium had a seating capacity of less than 1,000,but 
expanded to 1,500 in two years. 

NU baptized the stadium winning the first game over Missouri Western 13- 
3 on March 11. In fact,the Huskers went on to win their first 12 games at home 
before losing to Fort Hayes State, 5-4, on April 12. The Huskers finished their 
first season at home with an impressive 28-2 mark. 

In 1980, the year began for NU with an even more beautiful facility. A total of 
1,500alumnium seats in the main grandstand were installed, the present seating 
capacity of thestadium, to make the facility more enjoyable foreveryone. The Huskers 
enjoyed the friendly confines of beautiful Buck Beltzer going 29-1 losing only to 
Missouri on April 25. NU began the home season by winningits first22 games. 

The stadium's official dedication came on May 2, 1980 when former Major 
League pitcher Tim Burke led Nebraska to a 2-1 victory over Kansas in the first 


game of a doubleheader, NU went on to win game two, and the next day, Cliff 
Faust tossed a perfect game against the Jayhawks as the Huskers completed a 
four-game sweep by winning 3-0and 10-8. Oklahoma handed NU its firstloss 
at Buck Beltzer Stadium with a 5-2 win on April 4, 1981. 

Also in 1981,a generous donation by the Californians for Nebraskans Booster 
Club led to the installation ofa new scoreboard. 

The Huskers had continued success at home and even more facility 
improvements were made. 

New Astro Turf was installed in 1983. And in 1984, the addition of the 
Baumann Baseball Building made Buck Beltzer Stadium a complete place to 
havea successful baseball program. 

During the 1989 season, lights were installed, thanks to another donation by 
Californians for Nebraska. NU won the first-ever night game at Buck Beltzer 
Stadium beating lowa State, 3-2, in the second game ofa doubleheader on May 
12. That game also marked former Head Coach John Sanders’ 500th win for the 
Huskers. The lights were officially dedicated on May 5, 1990, almost 10 years 
after the official dedication of the stadium. 

A state-of-the-art sound system was added in 1994 with the help of a 
donation by the Sower’s Club. The artificial turf was upgraded for a third time 
before the 1997 season. 

While all the improvements have been made, the Huskers have kept their 
winning ways at the Buckalive by averaging 23 winsa season, compared to only 
six losses.

‘Tournament championship trophy proudly 
displayed in the trophy case inside the Nebraska 
baseball offices. 

Better keep looking. 

Instead, NU players stowed that beautiful 
trophy away in a corner of Head Coach Dave Van 
Horns office. 

Why? 

The 2000 Huskers have set their sights even 
higher than their impressive 1999 championship 
season that saw Nebraska posta 42-18 record, win 
its first conference championship in 49 seasons and 
advance to the NCAA Tournament for the first time 
since 1985, 

“Last year was an exciting year, Van Horn said, 
who begins his third season at Nebraska. “But that 
was last year. We had high expectations a year ago, 
but we have even higher expectations this season. 
Our goal is not to make an NCAA regional 
tournament every couple of years. We want to be 
there every year, advance to a Super Regional and 
qualify for the College World Series, When people 
think of great baseball programs, we want them to 
think of Nebraska. You do that by turning out great 
players every year and consistently having good 
teams,” 

While the Huskers lose First-Team All-America 
first baseman Ken Harvey, a finalist for several 
national player-of-the-year awards, Nebraska 
returns six starting position players and three 
starting pitchers. 

“Obviously, it’s difficult to replace a player like 
Kenny; Van Horn said.“He’sa very special player. But 
we feel like we have a deeper pitching staff than last 
year’s team and better all-around balance. We're still 
young, but most of the sophomores have started 
40-50 games, so we have a lot of experience back.” 

Nebraska returns 17 letterwinners, led by a 
talented batch of sophomores and some key 
upperclassmen. Throw in some dynamite junior 
college transfers and the Huskers appear poised to 
make some noise, not only in the Big 12, but ona 
national level. 

This year’s team may looka little different in its 
style of play,as Van Horn adjusts the game to fit his 
players. 

“We'll probably run a little more, hit and run 
more,manufacture runs and utilize our alley power’ 
Van Horn said. We're not going to go in looking to 
hit balls out of the park. We have a better pitching 
staff, a true outfield and an infield as good as

Pitchers 


Nebraska pitchers set a school record with 438 
strikeouts last season and lost just one starting 
pitcher, Jay Sirianni, to graduation. The future on the 
mound is incredibly bright as the coaching staff feels 
they have one their best pitching staff ever, with six 
potential starting pitchers than can compete with 
any team in the Big 12.

He isin great shape and appears to be 
past his nagging back injury which slowed him last 
season. 

Chad Wiles, a senior from Wood River, Neb., is 
another solid starter that hada strong finish in 1999, 
The only NU senior to begin his career at Nebraska, 
hehasan 8-4 career record and 85 career strikeouts. 
He is coming off the best season of his career, 
compilinga 5-1 recordanda 4.01 ERA. He ended 
the 1999 season in dramatic fashion, tossinga one- 
hitter against No. 17 Oklahoma State in the Big 12 
Tournament opener, handing OSU its first 
postseason shutout since 1976. He then closed out 
NU’s Big 12 championship by earning his first career 
save in the title game against No. 9 Baylor. More 
importantly, the Huskers went 12-2 in his 14 
appearances. 

Sophomore R.D. Spies, another hard-throwing 
right-hander, also gained valuable experience as a 
freshman. He threw 56 innings for Nebraska and 
went 5-1, making a Nebraska freshman-record 23 
appearances. He had a 6.27 ERA and struck out 43 
batters, but like NU’s top pitchers got better as the 
season went on, posting wins over No.4 Texas A&M 
in the Big 12 Tournament semifinals, He carried his 
momentum into the NCAA Tournament, defeating 
Bowling Green in Columbus, Ohio. After a solid 
offseason of conditioning, Spiehs is ready to pick 
up where he left off. 

On the left side of the mound, Nebraska sports 
anew look. Senior Scott Fries returns for Nebraska, 
butheis joined bya pair ofnewcomers that are ready 
to give Van Horn one of NU’s best all-around 
pitching staff in recent history. Fries was Nebraska's 
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Nebraska returners aim for defense of Big 12 championship 


top starter for most of the 1999 season, pitching 
100.2 innings and posting an 8-7 record. He started 
17 games and carried a 6.79 ERA against the 
toughest teams on the NU schedule. Performances 
like his 14-strikeout effort against Kansas last 
season will notallow him to sneak up on anybody 
this year. 

Van Horn added a pair of new lefties to the roster 
in freshman Jamie Rodrigue and senior Trevor 
Bullock. Rodrigue isa hard-throwing freshman from 
St. Clair, Mo., who should challenge for immediate 
time on the mound, He throws between 85 and 88 
mph and struck out 138 batters in 80 innings asa 
senior in high school and hopes to carry his success 
into the collegiate ranks. 

Bullock is a fifth-year senior that joins the 
Huskers after four seasons at Division II Nebraska- 
Kearney. The Lincoln Southeast grad was granted 
an extra season of eligibility after missing much of 
his freshman year with an injury. He gives the 
Huskers an experienced hurler on the mound after 
leading the Rocky Mountain Athletic Conference 
with a 1.64 ERA in 1999. 

Pitching coach Rob Childress’ bullpen will be 
just as dangerous, with Andy Bent, a transfer from 
Cloud County Community College, slated as the 
closer. He is an aggressive pitcher who knows what 
it takes to put opponents away. Other pitchers that 
return for the Huskers include lefties Brandon 
Penas, Waylon Byers, Brian Rodaway and right- 
handers Steve Haleand Dave Schneider, all of whom 
pitched valuable innings for the Huskers last season. 
Freshman Adrian Rider will also figure into the mix. 


Infield 


Nebraska hada solid infield last season, but Van 
Horn solidified the defense with a few key additions 
and some position changes. Nebraska's top returner 
is John Cole. A sophomore, Cole will start atsecond 
base as well as playing in left field. He was tabbed a 
third-team preseason All-American by the National 
Collegiate Baseball Writers Association after a 
tremendous freshman season, hitting .396 as a 
rookie and was a perfect 15-for-15 on stolen-base 
attempts. 

Sophomore Will Bolt moves to shortstop after 
starting 55 gamesat second base asa true freshman. 
He hit 278 and setan NU freshman record witha 
16-game hitting streak. His offensive skills made 
great strides during the offseason and he will team 
with Cole to give Nebraska one of the best middle 
infields in the Big 12 Conference. Josh Hesse, an 
Omaha native who joins the Huskers after playing at 
Meridian (Miss.) Community College, is an 


outstanding defensive player and will bea utility 
infielder. He hit .330 last season, and adds another 
outstanding glove in the Husker infield. 

Harvey’s position at first base will be filled 
by one of four candidates. Junior transfer Dan 
Wright is a prime candidate to take over the 
starting job. Wright, a transfer from Dixe (Utah) 
Community College, was a NJCAA First-Team 
All-American, hitting .443 and cranking out 21 
home runs last season. He will battle with 
senior Jim Bailey, a lefty from British Columbia 
and freshman Matt Hopper, for the starting job. 
Bailey will likely play most games against right- 
handed pitchers after starting five of the last six 
games and earning All-Regional Tournament 
honors at third last season. Hopper had an 
outstanding preseason and could see significant 
time after redshirting last season. 

Senior Brandt Vlieger is also making a defensive 
change. After starting 55 games at shorstop, Vlieger 
will play third base this season. Vlieger broke his 
ankle during the fall season, but has worked hard to 
rehab and should be near 100 percent by opening 
day. He hit .348, scoring 48 runs and driving in 
another 41, Heis also a threat to steal after swiping 
16 bases in his first season with NU. 


Outfield 


Nebraska's outfield sports an incredible array 
of speed, experience and offensive prowess. Senior 
Jamal Strong will anchor center field, with Cole 
holding down left field, and senior Adam Shabala 
in right field. The three : 
outfielders combined for 77 
of Nebraska’s 144 stolen 
bases last season, including 
a team-high 34 from Strong. 
Cole made a name for 
himself in left field after 
snagging the game-winning 
catch in the Big 12 
championship to vault the | 
Huskers into the NCAA 
Tournament. Sophomore 
Adam Stern will be the top 
reserve in left and center 
after seeing action 38 games 
last season, An outstanding 
runner, he isa solid defensive 
threat that sports power at 
the plate as well.

Shabala also has a knack of reaching base. He 
started 45 games and hit .373 as junior and stole 28 
bases, even though he was slowed for nearlya month 
with aknee injury. He had the second-best on-base 
percentage among NU starters (.496), drawing a 
team-high 41 walks. Hewill be backed up by Omaha 
native Jeff Leise, a freshman that could push fora 
platoon spot in the outfield. 

Junior Dan Johnson will split time between the 
DH spotin thelineup and eft field. He will bea major 
threatin the lineup, after hitting 356 and hitting 18 
home runs as a sophomore at lowa Western. 


Catcher 

Senior Justin Cowan will be the Huskers primary 
receiver this season, One of eight seniors, Cowan 
started 18 games at the backstop position behind 
Kansas City draftee Brian Johnson and is an 
outstanding stopper. The Tumwater, Wash., native 
hasagreatarmand dominating presence at the plate.

Schedule 


Nebraska's road to the NCAA Tournament won't 
be an easy one, as nine of NU’s opponents played in 
the NCAA tourney last year, including three that 
played in the College World Series (Oklahoma State, 
Texas A&M and Rice), giving NU 22 contests against 
NCAA qualifiers, However, the Huskers gained 
valuable experience against the nation’s best teams 
in 1999, posting a 12-6 regular-season record 
against teams that qualified for the tournament and 
a4-2 record against teams that advanced the College 
World Series. To make things even tougher, Nebraska 
wont play its first home series until March 17, 

But Van Horn feels that such a tough schedule 
will pay offat the end of the season. 

“We open up with 17 of our first 18 games on 
the road.” Van Horn said.“That’s difficult, but we 
want to reach elite status and you do that by playing 
tough competition.” 

Nebraska opens the season in Houston, Texas, 
at the Marriott West Loop Rice Classic where the 
Huskers will face Northwestern State, top-10 Rice 
and Arkansas State.

106-65 record in three seasons as head coach, The 
Huskers will then compete in the Arlington Morning 
News Invitational and face Arkansas, Van Horn’s 
alma mater, host Texas-Arlington and Washington 
State. 

Nebraska will then face Texas-San Antonio fora 
three-game road series before opening the Big 12 
season at Oklahoma State,a 1999 CWS participant. 
The Huskers spend spring break on the road, playing 
athree-game series against Kansas State anda two- 
game series at Arkanas. Nebraska’s home 
conference schedule will open with Oklahoma and 
willalso include Texas Tech, Kansas, lexas A&M and 
lowa State. 

Van Horn, who is 37-9 at home in two years, also 
has non-conference games scheduled against 
Nebraska-Omaha, North Dakota State, Northwest 
Missouri State, Creighton, Western Illinois, 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee, Northern lowa and Fresno 
State to give the Huskers 56 regular season games. 

With Van Horn’s exciting brand of baseball and 
possibly one of the deepest teams in Nebraska's 
history, the 2000 Huskers are geared up to open the 
21st century by proving last year’s impressive 
season wasn'ta one-time thing - instead it was the 
foundation for building one of the nation’s top 
baseball programs.

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Dave Van Horn has quickly established 
himself as one of the most competitive 
coaches in collegiate baseball after leading 
the Huskers to their best season in nearly 50 
years. Van Horn enters his third year at 
Nebraska after guiding Nebraska to a 42-18 
record last season that culminated with a Big 
12 Conference Tournament title and an 
NCAA Tournament appearance. The Big 12 
title was Nebraska's first conference title 
since 1950, while NU’s regional bid was the 
first since 1985. Nebraska finished the 
season fifth in the Big 12 regular season, 
compiling a school-best 16-9 record in Big 
12 play. 

Van Horn, who owns a 172-103 record 
at the Division I ranks, has compiled a 66-38 
mark in two seasons at Nebraska. 

Nebraska peaked at the perfect time in 
1999, closing out the season ona nine-game | 
winning streak to earn a regional bid. The 
Huskers opened up with an 18-14 loss to 
Mississippi State in the first game, before 
bouncing back to defeat Bowling Green, 10- 
5, the next day. In the elimination game, Nebraska fell again to 
Mississippi State, 13-7, to close out one of the most 
memorable seasons in Nebraska baseball history. 

Nebraska finished the season ranked 25th in the USA 
Today/ESPN Coaches Poll, marking the first time in at least 20 
years a Husker team finished in the top 25. 

Van Horn also coached one of the top players in the 
collegiate ranks in first baseman Ken Harvey. Harvey,a first- 
team All-American, led the nation in batting with a .478 
average, while pumping outa school-record 23 home runs. 
Harvey was named one of three finalists for the Rotary Smith 
Award and one of five finalists for the Golden Spikes Award. 
Both awards are given to the nation’s top collegiate baseball 
player. Harvey was also honored for his defense, as he earned 
Collegiate Baseball’s Easton Redline Defensive Player-of-the- 
Year Award after committing just two errors in more than 400 
attempts. Harvey signed with the Kansas City Royals after 
being drafted in the fifth round as the 151st selection. 

Van Horn had remarkable success in his first season at the 


giving the Huskers their first conference title since 1950 and their first NCAA 
Tournament appearance since 1985. 


helm of the Huskers, as NU finished 24-20, seventh in the 
powerful Big 12 Conference. The seventh-place finish was a 
marked improvement froma |0th-place spot in 1997. 

Van Horn, who is the Huskers’ third coach in the last 53 
years, inherited the 1998 squad just 35 days before the start of 
the regular season and proved his knack for winning could 
continue at Nebraska. In his first season, the Huskers won six 
games against ranked foes, defeating Texas A&M, Texas Tech 
(twice) and sweeping three games from then-10th-ranked 
Oklahoma. It was the first sweep of the Sooners by NU since 
1987. The sweep was Nebraska’s first in conference play since 
1994. 

But Van Horn’s instant success shouldn't have come as a 
surprise considering his previous success as a player anda 
coach. 

Van Horn has coached his teams to an average of 40 wins 
aseason and has won fewer than 35 games only twice in his 12 
seasons asa head coach. 

When Van Horn was hired, Nebraska Director of Athletics 
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Van Horn enters the 2000 season looking for his 
250th Division I win and 100th Nebraska victory. 


Bill Byrne said he was thrilled to have such a high- 
standing individual lead the Huskers into the 21st 
Century. 

“When we started looking fora coach, of course 
we checked all around the United States, and 
consistently, there was one man’s name who kept 
coming up,’ Byrne said.“His name was Dave Van 
Horn. People talked about his ability to make sure 
that his athletes have a great experience. They 
talked about his competitiveness. They talked 
about the great fundamental traits that he instills 
and they talked about the fact that they consider 
him one of the rising superstars of college baseball?

Previously, at Northwestern State in 
Natchitoches, Louisiana, Van Horn compiled a 
three-year record of 106-65 (.620 winning 
percentage). The Demons won the regular-season 
Southland Conference title in 1995 and 1997 by 
winning a conference-record 19 games in league 
play in each year. For his efforts, Van Horn was 
named the Southland Conference’s Coach of the 
Year two times in three years. In 1997, the Demons 
finished the year 35-23 before losing to Southwest 
Texas State in the conference tournament. NSU had 
defeated SWTSU three times in the regular season. 
Southwest Texas State went on to win two games 
in the NCAA regionals, including a win over Big 12 
power Texas Tech. 

In 1996, Van Horn led an inexperienced squad 
toa 34-27 record anda second-place finish. The 
season was highlighted by two wins over national 
champion Louisiana State. The Demons beat the

defending College World Series champions, 10-5 
and 6-5 in Baton Rouge. 

His first season at the Division I school was a 
big-time success. The Demons were 37-15,as Van 
Horn earned Southland Coach-of-the-Year 
honors. NSU was a preseason pick to finish fourth 
in the nine-team league, but won the conference 
crown. 

Van Horn also stresses success for his student- 
athletes in the classroom. During his tenure at 
Northwestern State, nearly 100 percent of the 
student-athletes who completed their eligibility 
earned an undergraduate degree. 

Before moving to the Division I level in 1995, 
Van Horn hada stellar year at Division II Central 
Missouri State. He took the Mules’ job in December 
and with six weeks until the season opener, his 
team was ready for the 1994 campaign. Central 
Missouri State started the season winning 12 of 
the first 13 games and the momentum built from

The Mules won the MIAA 
Conference title, compiling a 
15-1 record in division play 
before winning the 
tournament title. His team 
won the Central Regional title 
by defeating Northern 
Colorado and South Dakota 
State (twice). Van Horn was 
named the Central Region 
Coach of the Year as CMSU 
advanced to the NCAA ff 
Division I Championship. [fj 

At Montgomery, Ala., site 
of the Division II National 
Championships, the Mules 
were seeded second out of eight teams. Central 
Missouri State won the first two games before 
losing to Delta State in the double elimination 
tournament. The Mules bounced back with an 8-2 
win over Delta State and won the NCAA Division 
IL title by beating Florida Southern 14-9. 

CMSU ended the season with a 51-11 record, 
setting school records for wins (51) and winning 
percentage (.823). Van Horn was named the ABCA 
Division II National Coach of the Year. 

Central Misosuri State honored Van Horn this 
year, as he was inducted into the ninth class of the 
Central Missouri State Hall of Fame on Feb. 12, 
1999 along with his entire 1994 squad. 

Prior to coaching one season at Central 
Missouri State, Van Horn served as the head coach 
at Texarkana Community College for five seasons 
from 1989 to 1993. In his first season, the 
Bulldogs seta school record with 39 wins. The next 
three years the Bulldogs surpassed that total by 
winning 44,45 and 48 games, respectively. In 1992, 
Texarkana finished 48-10 and was first in the 
NJCAA ‘Texas Eastern Conference. In 1993, 
Texarkana finished with a 38-18 mark. 

Before becoming a head coach, Van Horn was 
an assistant at Arkansas, helping the Razorbacks 
to two College World Series appearances (1985 
and 1987). The Razorbacks finished third in the 
1985 CWS and fifth in 1988. Arkansas was 184-72 
and made the NCAA Regional Tournament in each 
of the four seasons that Van Horn assisted Coach 
Norm Debriyn. 

On the diamond, Van Horn was a successful 
player as well. After an impressive career at 
Arkansas, he was chosen in the 10th round of the 
1982 draft by the Atlanta Braves. He went on to

spend three seasons in the Braves organization. 

At Arkansas, Van Horn was an All-Southwest 
Conference infielder in 1982. He was the team’s 
MVP and was selected as the SWC’s Newcomer of 
the Year in his junior campaign. 

He spent two successful seasons at McLennan 
Community College before heading to Fayetteville. 
In 1980, the Highlanders finished third at the 
NJCAA College World Series. Van Horn was an all- 
conference and all-region third baseman as a 
freshman. He also made the NJCAA All- 
Tournament team, In 1981, McLennan again 
advanced to the Junior College World Series and 
finished fourth. Van Horn was named a first-team 
All-American and was the Region 5 Player of the 
Year. He was drafted at the conclusion of his junior 
college career by the Chicago White Sox, but 
elected to transfer to Arkansas. 

Van Horn has also worked and been in charge 
of coordinating dozens of camps since 1984. At 
Nebraska, he operated a nine-session winter camp 
and was in charge of nine daily camps throughout 
Nebraska and lowa in the summer. He also led the 
winter and summer camps at Northwestern State 
for four years. While at Texarkana, he was the 
school’s athletic director and helped organize a 
baseball camp from 1989 to 1992. While at 
Arkansas, he worked winter and summer camps 
in 1986 and 1987, and was part of the coaches’ 
clinics from 1984 to 1986. 

He is a member of the American Baseball 
Coaches Association. Van Horn served as the 
chairman of the Big 12 Conference Baseball 
Coaches committee in 1999. 

Van Horn and his wife Karen have two 
daughters, Hollan (6) and Mariel (2).

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Q: What do you enjoy 
most about coaching at 
Nebraska? 


A: It’s a combination of 
so many things. Mostly 
it’s the tradition and 
outstanding support 
staff-all the way from the 
athletic director to our academic advisors and 
equipment managers. The coaches and athletes 
receive so much help and that creates a very 
positive environment. | also enjoy coaching in the 
Big 12 Conference. It’s a well-known conference 
on the national level. 


Q: What would you list as your most memorable 
moments during your NU coaching career? 


A: I’ve only been at Nebraska for two short 
seasons, but we've had some pretty exciting things 
happen during that time. In our first season | 
enjoyed watching our team get better from game 
to game. That year we also swept Oklahoma, which 
was a big step for our program. We also beat Texas 
A&M’s No. | pitcher ona Friday night with a base 
hitin the bottom of the ninth inning. 


Last year, it was great watching the team improve 
again, but the sweep over Texas at home was 
particularly sweet. Naturally, winning the Big 12 
with three wins over ranked teams and another win 
over an in-state Oklahoma team, in Oklahoma City, 
was one of the greatest highlights of my coaching 
career. 


lve also enjoyed coaching great players like Ken 
Harvey and watching him win the NCAA batting 
title as well as watching his great defense day in 
and day out. Helping design our new ballpark so 
that it’s a first-class stadium has been very exciting. 
Since all the coaches are former players, we havea 
good feel for what the players want and need. 


Q: Whatis your coaching philosophy? 


A:1 believe that you have to be grounded in your 
roots, but be flexible enough to change with the 
types of teams you have, so you can adjust with 
different stadiums, bats and other parts of the 
game. My roots are to recruit great athletes that 
are not one-dimensional. We wanta guy that can 
beat you in more than one way, not just hitting, for 
example. We are also looking for athletes that have 
good attitudes and believe in the team concept. We 


spend a lot of time getting to know our athletes 
when weare recruiting them. 


Q: What do you look for in the Nebraska recruit? 
A: We look for athletes that are mentally tough. 
We recruit kids that are good people, because we 
spend so much time together in practice, in hotels 
and at meals, that we need a close-knit team. It 
makes it more fun and you win more games. We 
also want recruits to be academically motivated. 


We understand that some kids will perform better 
than others, but kids that do well in the classroom, 
typically are more consistent on the field. College 
days go by fast, we want them to get their degree. 
Whena business is recruiting our future graduates, 
they are looking for well-rounded, dedicated, hard- 
working individuals that will be successful at 
anything they do. We also like to have athletes that 
have a goal to play professional baseball, so they 
will work hard toward that goal. 


Q: Nebraska has made great strides in the past 
two seasons, What is your vision for Nebraska 
baseball? 


A: Our whole objective is to havea good program. 
We want to have a good team every year and keep 
turning out great players. [ want to see us battle for 
championships, both conference and regional, and 
compete in the College World Series. We want to 
be known as an outstanding program that turns 


out players to the pro’s. Obviously, every program 
wants to bea top 10 program, but if you're one of 
the top five or six teams in the Big 12, you're going 
to be ranked. 


Q: When you are recruiting a potential student- 
athlete, what are Nebraska’ selling points? 


A: | think the people you meet, the support you 
receive and the facilities are what makes Nebraska 
such a great place. The support staff includes 
coaches, fans, academic advisors, strength 
coaches, nutritionists, athletic trainers and sports 
information personnel. All those people try to help 
the student-athlete become the best person and 
student they can possibly be. The facilities are 
incredible - from our future stadium, to our 
training rooms and weight rooms, to the Hewit 
Center, Our fans are great. They are loyal and they 
will support you as long as you go hard and give 
100 percent. They are knowledgeable about the 
game and classy at the same time. 


Q: Howimportant will the new baseball stadium 
be to Nebraska baseball? 


A: [think it’s very important if you want to be 
competitive year in and year out. We are building 
one of the top 10 facilities in the country, so that 
should help us keep the Midwest’s top athletes 
here - that’s big. Our players deserve to play ina 
top facility. This will give us a place that 
Nebraska baseball players will be proud to 
say “I play at Nebraska.” It will be a fan- 
friendly environment, itshould improve our 
fan base and attendance. It will give fans the 
opportunity to make it a weekend 
adventure to come to Lincoln and watcha 
Big 12 baseball series. 


Q: What will be the keys for this year’s team 
to compete for a Big 12 and NCAA 
championship? 


A: First of all, we need to keep our team 
healthy. We had some nagging injuries in 
the fall that have plagued us for awhile. Our 
pitching is a lot deeper, but we need our top 
two or three pitchers to get deep into the 
game. Our players need to have a team 
concept. That means some have to thrive 
as starters and others as role players, Most 
ofall, our players will need to go hard every 
day. 


1999 Big 12 Conference Tournament Champions 
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Mike Anderson begins his sixth season asa 
member ofthe Huskers’ coaching staffin 2000. 
Anderson’s main duties for this year include 
workingas the hitting instructor, working with 
outfielders and leading the team’s academic 
efforts. 

Anderson has been a great asset to the 
Nebraska baseball program since his arrival in 
1994. He has coached nine players who have 
signed professional baseball contracts, most 
notably, Darin in Erstad, the No. | pickin the 1995 Major League Baseball Draft 
by the Anaheim Angels, Anderson also helped develop the best hitter in 
collegiate baseball lastseason,as Ken Harvey led Division I hitters witha.478 
batting average, while hitting a school record 23 home runs. Harvey, a first- 
team All-American, was drafted in the fifth round by the Kansas City Royals. 
Brian Johnson was the second Husker drafted last season, going in the 24th 
round to Kansas City. Other professional players Anderson has helped groom 
include Todd Sears, Jed Dalton, Mel Motley, Francis Collins, Bryan Schmidt 
and Matt Meyer. 

In his supervision of the Huskers’ academic efforts, the Huskers have 
placed 20 players on the first-team all-conference squad since 1994, including 
aBig 12 record five players who earned academic All-Big 12 honorslastspring. 

Lastyear, outfielder Eric Mumm became the first Husker to earn first-team 
GTE/CoSIDA Academic All-America honors, while Brandt Vlieger was named 
tothe Academic All-America District VII team. Mumm, a native of Kearney, 
graduated witha 3.84 grade-pointaverage in mechanical engineering, while 
Vlieger sportsa3.25 GPA insocial sciences. Itwas the second consecutive year 
Nebraska had an academic All-American. Matt Schuldt was a second-team 
pickin 1998. Priorto Anderson’sarrival, Nebraska had just five academic All- 
Americansinschool history. 

Anderson’s contributions have not been limited to the classroom. Hehas 
steadily helped Nebraska become one of the top offensive teams in the Big 12. 
Thefirstseason followinghisarrival, NU raised its battingaverageto.323,a65- 
pointincrease over 1994. The Huskersalso belted 72 homeruns, 2] morethan 
the previous yearand the mostsince 1990. Since the 1995 season, the Huskers 
have averaged 484 runs scored, 58 home runs, 635 hits, 125 doubles and had 
abatting average of .318a season. In 1995 and 1997, NU seta school-record 
with 144 doubles in each season.

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One of the biggest assets Coach Dave Van 
Hornbroughtto Lincoln with him two yearsago 
was his assistant coach from Northwestern 
State, Rob Childress. The day after Van Horn 
was chosen as the Huskers’ coach last season, 
Childress decided to follow Van Horn to 
Nebraska ensuring thatthe Huskerpitching staff 
would bein goodhands. 

WhileChildress, Nebraska’s pitching coach 
and recruiting coordinator, isin his third season 
with the Huskers, his coaching relationship with Van Horn datesback 10years 
when hecoached under Van Horn fortwo seasonsat TexarkanaCommunity 
College (1991-92), 

Nebraska's pitching staffhas made tremendous strides during Childress’ 
two-year tenure. Last season the Huskers posted a 5.50 earned-run average, 
the lowest NU mark since 1994 and the sixth-best in the Big 12 Conference in 
1999. The NU pitching staff struck out a school-record 438 batters in 526.2 
innings ofaction, anaverage of 7.5 strikeouts pernineinnings. Husker pitchers 
allowed just 191 walks, the second-lowest total in the last 17 seasons. 

Since joining the Nebraska staff, Husker pitchers have allowed the two 
lowest single-season walk totals since 1977. In fact, in the five seasons before 
Childress’ arrival, Husker pitchers averaged 5.36 walks per nine innings. In 
justtwo seasons, Childress has almost cut that number in half,as the pitching 
staff gave up just 3.26 walks per nine last season. 

The 1999 Huskersallowed 325 earned runs, thesecond-lowesttotal in five 
seasons. Childress’ 1998 staff allowed 236 earned runs, the fewest since the 
1991 season. His contributions have been evident late in gamesas last year’s 
team recorded nine saves, tied for third-mostin school history and the most 
since 1994. In two seasons, the bullpen has earned 16 saves. Nebraska had 
just 12 saves the previous three seasons. 

But the mostnoticeable difference has been in the win column. Lastyear’s 
team compileda42-18 record, marking the team’s best win percentage (.700) 
in 16years, since the 1984 team went 43-18 (.705). Childress’ top pitcher last 
year proved tobe freshman right-hander Shane Komine, a native ofHonolulu, 
Hawaii. Komine capped animpressive rookie campaign by earning Louisville 
Slugger/Collegiate Baseball Freshman All-American, Big 12 Freshman-of-the- 
Year and Big 12 Honorable-Mention honors, Komine recorded a team-best 
3.58 ERA and 79 strikeouts to finish with a 6-2 record in 18 appearances. 
Kominesetasingle-game school record for strikeouts bya reliever, fanning 16 
batters in 9.2 innings in a losing effort to lowa State. Nebraska pitchers

to the University of Nebraska in 1992, he had 
avision. His plan was to balance the budget; 
provide a stable financial base to build suc- 
cessful programs into the next millennium; 
provide completeand integrated services for 
Husker student-athletes; improve NU's ag- 
ing facilities for the benefit of student-ath- 
letes and fans; and make Nebraska the best 
athletic program in the nation. He has pur- 
sued that vision with passion. 

In Byrne's seventh yearin Lincoln, Nebraska isamong the nation'sbestin 
all sports. The Huskers have ranked among the top 15 in the Sears Direc- 
tors' Cup in each of the last five years with a school-best fourth-place 
showing in 1996-97. Byrne won't rest until the Huskers are No. |. 

Improving facilities to pave the way to success has beena priority. Facil- 
ity upgrades were not only needed to recruit the nation's top athletes, but to 
provide improved fanamenities and fan safety. The 1999 season unveiled 
NU's biggest project yet, the $36.1 million Memorial Stadium Improve- 
ment Project, which includes much more than just 42 Skyboxes anda press 
facility. Mostimpressively, the project provides a sound financial base for 
the future. Memorial Stadium improvements began with the addition of 
two HuskerVision replay boards in 1994, allowing Nebraska to become the 
first collegiate-owned venue to feature replay boards for its fans. Memorial 
Stadium was renovated to include an expanded training room, improved 
locker rooms,anew publicaddress system, expanded restrooms, improved 
concession areas and improved seating for disabled fans. Complete water- 
proofingand concrete repair will continue throughout the stadium into the 
next decade. 

Facility updates will notend with the football program. The Bob Devaney 
Sports Center has received more than $7,9 million in improvements, includ- 
ingtheaddition of HuskerVision screens. The projectalso includesimproved 
fanamenities, better seating for disabled fansandacompleteupperconcourse 
renovation with a Hall of Honor, Husker timeline and other exhibits com- 
memoratingacentury ofNUathletics. Otherimprovements to Devaney under 
Byrne's watchincludeanewlockerroom forwomen'sstaff,anewroofover the 
poolarea, remodeling ofthe central concessionsarea,anew weight room, new 
women's basketball locker room anda passenger elevator. 

Thetrackand field program will benefit froma $2.9 million indoor track 
renovation at the Devaney Center next year, and a $2 million Ed Weir 
Outdoor Track Project, which will be completed in the spring of 2000. In 
1998-99, the Abbott Sports Soccer Complex received a new press facility, 
which helped secureahome game inthe NCAA Women's Soccer Champion- 
ships for the third consecutive season. The women's rifle program also 
kicked offits first season with a new shooting range. In 1997-98, the NU 
Softball Complex received a new press boxand exit plaza. The NU Coliseum 
receiveda new volleyball ready room, and new infield turf was installed at 
Buck Beltzer Baseball Stadium, whichis nextin line for majorrenovations. 

Over the past five years, the Athletic Ticket Office relocated to the Sta- 
dium Drive Parking Garage, along with the Huskers Authentic retail store, 
and the Athletic Marketing and Development offices moved to the South 
Stadium Office Building. Improvements and reorganization of the offices 
within the athletic department have helped make Nebraska more user- 
friendly and better utilizes Byrne's plan of "one-stop shopping" for fansand 


student-athletes. Healso reorganized Nebraska's fund-raisingefforts and 
started an integrated marketing and licensing program, which quickly took 
its placeamong the top five revenue-generating programs in the country. 

Byrne orchestrated the improvements while balancing the budget. NU 
hada $2.5 million deficit when Byrnearrivedin 1992. While operating ona 
$36 million budget, the deficit is gone and the athletic program now pro- 
vides more than $40 million in economicimpactto the Lincoln community 
each year. 

Hehas made just sevencoachinghires in thelastsix years, buthis knack for 
recognizing young, charismatic talentis evident. Byrnehired Dan Kendigin 
1994 for women's gymnastics (advanced tothe NCAA Championships in four 
of the last five seasons); women's soccer coach John Walker in 1994 (partici- 
pated in NCAA tournamentlast four years, including the Elite Eight in 1996 
and 1999); Paul Sanderford for women's basketball in 1997 (earned NCAA 
tournament berths both years); Bill Straub for women's bowlingin 1997 (won 
the national title in 1999); Dave Van Horn to lead the baseball program in 
1998 (won school's first conference tournament championship in 1999, and 
earned first NCAA regional berth since 1985); football coach Frank Solichin 
1997 (posted Nebraska's 31 st consecutive nine-win season and won the Big 
12 Championship in 1999); and Karen Anthony for women's rifle in 1998 
(competed in inaugural seasonin 1999). 

During Byrne's tenure in Lincoln, Nebraska became only the second 
school in NCAA history to win three national football titles ina four-year 
span. Hehas helped increase Nebraska's conference-leading athletic pro- 
gram to 24 sports with the additions of women's soccer (1994), women's 
bowling (1997-98) and women's rifle (1998-99) and has been a strong 
supporter of complying with Title [X without hurting Nebraska's century- 
old men's programs. In the pastsix years, Byrne has promoted three women 
to senior administrative positions. In fact, Nebraska is the only school in 
the nation withawoman in charge of football operations and one of just five 
Division I football schools to have a woman directing its Sports Informa- 
tion department. 

He has continued to make great strides in helping Nebraska improve its 
rankamong the nation's elite, even though the Huskers entered the power- 
ful Big 12 Conference in 1996. During the 1998-99 season, Nebraska: 

+ recorded its fifth consecutive top-15 finish in the Sears Directors’ 
Cup standings with a 12th-place showing in Division I. 
+ won four Big 12 championships (volleyball, soccer, women's gym- 


nastics and baseball).

andwomen’sswimmingand diving, women’s outdoortrackand field, men’s 
golfand women’s bowling. 

Byrnehas worked tirelessly to establish close ties with the NU community 
and Husker fans and has canvassed the state visiting with boosters to learn 
the needs ofall Husker fans. In conjunction with the restofthe NUadminis- 
tration, Byrnearranged to use the Husker football and basketball networks to 
promote causes and concerns important to the university community, in- 
cluding the institution’s increased rolein research. 

Byrne was hired to replace legendary coach and athletic director Bob 
Devaney on June 26, 1992, becoming the 1 1th Nebraska Director of Athletics 
after 10 successful yearsat the University of Oregon, Highlyrespectedamong 
his peers, Byrne was named the Central Region NACDA/Continental Athletic 
Director of the Year along with being recognized by the American Football 
Coaches Association in 1999, Byrne was vice-presidentand secretary-trea- 
surer of the College Football Association and has served on the NCAA Special 
Committeeon Marketingand Licensingand the Committee on Special Events. 

Byrneisrecognizedasa national leaderin collegiate athleticsand continues 
tomakeanaggressiveeffort to place conference officials onkey NCAA commit- 
tees torepresent Big |2 institutions. In 1999, he served as the chairman of the 
Big 12 Conference Board of Athletic Directors and has had an active voice in 
conference planning. 

Before comingto Nebraska, Byrnebecame one ofthe youngest directors of 
athletics in Division I, assuming the top job at Oregon in May 1984, He 
established fund-raising offices in Portlandand southern Oregonandsetupa 
full-timemarketing and promotions operation, which blossomed to encom- 
pass the Oregon Sports Network for statewide in-house production of Ducks 
games on radio and television. Byrne led the $19 million fund drive that 
resulted in new homes for the Oregon’s football team and athletic offices. He 
was responsible forthe construction ofa new press box, sky suites and total 
renovation of Autzen Stadium in 1991, Two years later, the facility’s Hall of 
Champions was dedicated in Byrne’s honor. 

Byrne served as president ofthe National Association of Collegiate Direc- 
tors of Athletics (NACDA) in 1991-92, and is currently in his eighth year on 
the NACDA Executive Committee, He was also chairman of the Pac-10 
Conference Executive Committee and was the National Athletic Fundraisers 
Association National Fundraiser of the Year. 

Byrne grew upin Idaho andattended Idaho State. Hewas the studentbody 
president and received bachelor’s and master’s degrees in business from 
Idaho State in 1967 and 1971. Before going to Oregon in 1982, he was 
assistantathletic director at San Diego State (1980-82), executive director of 
the New Mexico Lobo Club (1976-79) and director of alumni relations at 
Idaho State (1971-76). 

Byrne’s wife, Marilyn, is the dean of graduate studies in educational 
leadership at Doane College and earned her Ph.D. in higher education ad- 
ministration from NU. The Byrnes ave two sons and two grandsons. Greg 
and Regina Byrneand their sons, Nicholas, 4, and Davis, 2, live in Junction 
City, Ore., where Gregis an associate athletic director at Oregon State. Bill 
and Marilyn’s other son, Bill, is a division manager for Visa in its world- 
wide computer center located in San Mateo, Calif.

Bob Burton enters his first year at Nebraska as 
the associate athletic director for sports 
administration, Burton is responsible for the 
administration and supervision of 20 of 
Nebraska’s 24 varsity sports, with the exception 
~ of football, men’s basketball, women’s basketball 
and volleyball. He will oversee budgets, personnel, scheduling and compliance 
for his assigned sports. He fills the position that became available when Al Papik 
moved to football to assist with the direction of football operations in August of 
1997, 

Burton served ina similiar position at Oklahoma State as the assistant athletic 
director for sports administration and compliance from 1993 to 1997. He oversaw 
Oklahoma State’s Olympic sports programs and the training and strength and 
conditioning programs. 

Burton comes to Nebraska from ‘Texas Tech, where he served as an associate 
athletic director for compliance for one year. While at Texas Tech, Burton helped 
complete the NCAA investigation into the Red Raider athletic department and 
analyzed the entire compliance system at the institution, He also helped identify 
and implement financial aid and eligibility systems, including changes in 
personnel and restructuring of the compliance department.

Jim Bailey isa left-handed hitting, right-handed throwing 
infielder who will play either corner infield position this 
season, butenters the season as one of the favorites to start 
at first base along with junior transfers Dan Wright and 
Dan Johnson. Coach Dave Van Horn said Bailey has the 
ability to hit the ball out of the ballpark and drive it into the 
alleys and will likely play most games vs. right-handed 
pitchers.

1999 (Junior)

Outlook 

Will Bolt is one of the top young infielders in the Big 12 
Conference. An all-state product from Texas, he started at 
second baseas a freshman, but will move to shortstop as 
asophomore. He has a great arm and will team up with 
junior college transfer Josh Hesse and sophomore John 
Cole (both at second) to form one of the toughest middle 
infields in the Big 12. 

Bolt has worked hard on his offensive skills and hada 
great fall season. The coaches are expecting even better 
things from him and may use him at second if necessary. 
Despite being justa sophomore, he has a lot of experience 
and was one of just 17 freshmen to start on opening day at 
NU since 1980. Bolt chose Nebraska despite growing up 
less than one hour from College Station, Texas. He is the 
first native Texan to play baseball at Nebraska since current 
Husker football assistant coach Turner Gill played in 1982. 


1999 (Freshman) 

Bolt had a strong defensive season for Nebraska, 
starting 55 games as a true freshman in the infield. The 
righty hit .278, scoring 48 runs and driving in 43. Bolt’s 
batting average was deceiving though, as he proved to bea 
consistent hitter, compiling a 16-game hitting streak from 
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March 6 through April 7, where his average reached a 
season-high .316. His 16-game streak is the longest in 
school history by a freshman and is the 10th longest overall 
in NU history. During that stretch, he went 24-for-66 at the 
plate (.364) , scoring 15 runs and driving in 19. 

He had 16 doubles for the year to rank second on the 
team and also drew 18 walks. He stole eight bases in 11 
attempts and led the team defensively, with 161 assists. 

Bolt started 48 games at second base last season, while 
earning the starting nod at shortstop five times. He also 
started two games at third — the only times he has ever 
played the position. Nebraska went 5-0 in games Bolt 
started at shortstop last season, with him hitting .333 in 
those games. 

Bolt was the only Husker player to start every Big 12 
game last year and responded by hitting .252 with four 
doubles, three triples and three home runs. 

His highlight last season came in Nebraska's first of 
three wins over No.8 Texas, when he delivered the game- 
winning hit in the bottom of the ninth to down the 
Longhorns. Against Iowa State (4/18), he had a season- 
high four hits, including two triples, and drove in two runs 
in the 10th inning in the 9-6 win. He scored a season-high 
three runs vs. San Diego State (2/7). He was third on the 
team with 14 multiple-RBI games and sported a .436 
average as a leadoff hitter. His best stretch of the year came 
in March when he hit .340 for the month. 


Conroe High School 

Asasenior, Bolt led Conroe High School toa 21-8 record 
before the Tigers lost to eventual state champion Klein, 
10-6, in the regional quarterfinals. Bolt played shortstop, 
and along with Lou Ferrell, gave Conroe the best fielding 
pair of middle infielders in Houston. For his defensive 
efforts, Bolt was named the Montgomery County Defensive 
Most Valuable Player. He was an all-state shortstop and hit 
489 (46-of-94) with 31 RBI, four home runs and 24 stolen 
bases in 24 attempts. He also earned All-Greater Houston 
honors from the Houston Chronicle. In the second annual 
Houston Area Baseball Coaches All-Star Game at Cougar 
Field, Bolt hit a three-run home run in the seventh inning 
for the Northeast team in a game that ended ina 9-9 tie. As 
a junior, Bolt hit .485 with 22 stolen bases and scored 40 
runs. In 1997,he helped his AAU team, which included the 
top players in Texas, to a fifth-place finish in the 18-and- 
under National Tournament in Orlando, Fla.

Outlook 

John Cole was tabbed a National Collegiate Baseball 
Writers Association Preseason Third-Team All-American 
before the start of the 2000 season after a stellar freshman 
campaign. Cole iced Nebraska's Big 12 Tournament 
championship with his acrobatic catch in the top of the 
ninth with two outs and runners at first and second in the 
title game against No.9 Baylor, preserving a 4-3 victory. He 
also scored the winning runas a pinch runner against Texas 
A&M in the Big 12 semifinal game. After suffering a severe 
groin pull during the fall season, the coaches are confident 
Cole will be 100 percent by Nebraska's season opener. He 
is NU’s top returning hitter and is one of the best athletes 
on the team. Heseta school record witha 1.59-second 10- 
yard dash and a 4.59-second 40-yard dash as a freshman.

1999 (Freshman) 

Cole finished second on the team last season witha .396 
batting average, the 10th-best single-season average in 
school history and the best mark ever by an NU freshman, 
breaking Ken Harvey's record of .388 set in 1997. His 
average would have ranked fourth in the Big 12 had he met 
the minimum number of at bats. He was named to the 
NCAA All-Regional Team as an outfielder and was also a 
Big 12 All-Tournament selection. Cole finished the season 
with 57 hits, 46 RBI, anda perfect 15-for-15 on 
stolen base attempts. He was fourth on the team 
with 13 multiple RBI games and had seven 
homers on the year (three vs. lefties, four vs. 
righties). 

He opened and closed his home season in 
dramatic fashion, hitting two home runs in his 
first and final games at Buck Beltzer Stadium, 
including his firstand last at bats. He played in 49 
of Nebraska's 60 games and earned the starting 
nod in 31 contests, including 18 games in left field 
(team went 12-6) and 12 games at second base 
(team went 11-1). He ended the season witha 
seven-game hitting streak and had 17 hits in his 
final 31 at bats (.548), including 8-for-17 (.471) 
in the NCAA Tournament. One of the team’s best 
clutch hitters, Cole hit .667 with the bases loaded 
and .432 with two outs. Against Mississippi 
State, he hada 15-pitch at bat, rallying from an 0- 
2 count to take three balls and foul off seven 
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pitches before lining a single into right center field. He 
utilized his speed to record four buntsingles. 

Cole hit .383 in Big 12 play, stealing nine bases on nine 
attempts, posting a.600 slugging percentage anda perfect 
1.000 fielding percentage. 

He tied aschool record with six base hits against Kansas 
State and hada team season-best 13 total bases in the game, 
including a double and two home runs. He wasa first-team 
honorable-mention academic All-Big 12 selection. He played 
summer ball for the semi-pro Beatrice Bruinsin the offseason.

Cole's high school did not offer high school baseball, but 
he played for the Ottawa Nationals, a select Connie Mack 
League team in his area, and for the Ontario Bluejays, a 
select team in his province.

Outlook 

Scott Fries (pronounced Freeze) has a good arm and 
was Nebraska's top left-handed starter in his first season 
with the Huskers after transferring from Coffeyville 
Community College. He will continue to be the Huskers’ 
workhorse but will probably see fewer innings, considering 
NU’s deeper pitching lineup this season. 

Fries led Nebraska in innings pitched last season and 
drew some of the pitching staff's toughest assignments. 
He hada solid fall and pitched for the Liberal Bluejays semi- 
pro team under Coach John Wente during the offseason. 
He improved his velocity and pitched 30 innings for the 
Bluejays with a 2.86 ERA during the summer. 

“Scott shouldered the load on our pitching staff last 
season, and we will count on him to do much of the same 
this year,’Van Horn said.“He has worked hard to continue 
to improve and should be even better this season.” 


1999 (Junior) 

Fries was Nebraska's top starter for the majority of his 
junior season, leading Nebraska with 100.2 innings 
pitched and compiling an 8-7 record, including a 5-1 start. 
Fries started a team-high 17 games and made 19 
appearances, giving up 76 earned runs fora 6.79 earned 
run average. He gave up 122 hits, walked 30 batters and 
struck out 64, which was the second most on the team. He 
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held opponents to a .299 batting average on the year. 

He pitched two complete games, including eight 
innings at No. 2 Rice (2/20) and nine innings in a win over 
No.8 Texas (3/26) in Lincoln. In the win over Texas, he gave 
upa two-run homerun in the top of the first inning, before 
settling down to retire 19 straight batters en route to the 
win. 

His personal-best [4 strikeouts in the series opener 
against Kansas was the most by a Husker starter last 
season. The Huskers went 10-7 with Fries starting on the 
mound. Asa reliever, Fries went 1-1 in 5.1 innings of work 
with five strikeouts and a 6.75 ERA. 

He is one of just six pitchers in Nebraska history to 
pitch over 100 innings ina season, and tied the fifth-best 
mark for innings pitched ina single season. 

Fries also dida good job holding baserunners in check, 
giving up just 10 stolen bases on 17 attempts. In 10 non- 
conference appearances, he held a 5.19 ERA and posted a 
6-3 record in 52 innings of work, He struck out 34 batters 
and allowed 30 earned runs. For the season, he averaged 
12.2 groundouts per game and 7.8 flyouts per game. 


Coffeyville CC 

Fries was 4-5 with a 3.63 earned-run average for 
Coffeyville in 1997. Fries made 20 appearances and had 
63.2 innings pitched with 56 strikeouts, allowing only 33 
earned runs and was selected to play 
in the Jayhawk All-Star Game. Before 
transferring to Coffeyville, Fries 
played at Peru State in 1997.

Shane Komine (pronounced co-ME-nay) established 
himself as one of the nation’s top pitchers and one of the 
best in school history last season witha terrific freshman 
campaign. The Honolulu, Hawaii, native was the top right- 
handed pitcher on last year’s team and will draw Nebraska's 
toughest competition this year. 

The 1999 Big 12 Freshman of the Year, Komine was 
hampered by back spasms through the second half of the 
1999 season, but has worked hard in the offseason, added 
size to his frame and is in great physical condition, 
according to the coaching staff. He was nameda Collegiate 
Baseball Freshman All-American a year ago and looks to 
continue to add to his already impressive resume witha 
standout sophomore season. Komine has great control and 
throws three pitches consistently for strikes. 


1999 (Freshman) 

Komine had one of the best seasons ever for a Husker 
freshman pitcher, throwing 78 innings and recording 79 
strikeouts. His 78 innings of work were second most on 
the team, despite missing time due to lower back problems. 

Komine was named the Big 12 Freshman of the Year and 
earned honorable-mention All-Big 12 honors from league 
coaches and the Dallas Morning News. He was also named 
a first-team All-American by Collegiate Baseball and was 
named to Baseball America’s Second-Team Freshman All- 


America Team. 
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He hada team-low 3.58 ERA and sported an impressive 
6-2 record, including a perfect 5-0 start. His first collegiate 
win was a 10-2 decision over Nicholls State in the first 
game of Rice’s Bone and Joint Classic in Houston, Texas. 

Komine made 18 appearances and threw two complete 
games in back-to-back outings —a 9.2-inning performance 
against No.8 Texas A&M (4/3) anda nine-inning outing 
against No. 23 Oklahoma State (4/10). Nebraska fell to 
the Aggies, 3-2, but defeated OSU, 15-7. Two outings later, 
Komine came out of the bullpen to throw 9.2 innings 
against Iowa State (4/18), recording 16 strikeouts in relief 
ina 6-5 losing effort to the Cyclones. However, his total 
strikeouts marked a Nebraska record for strikeouts bya 
reliever,and he was named the Big 12 Pitcher of the Week 
for his performance. 

Komine posted impressive numbers in league play, 
holding a 2.23 ERA with nine appearances. He went 3-2 
and struck out 50 batters in 48.1 innings. As impressive 
as his numbers were, his stats as a reliever were 
astounding. In seven appearances he compiled a 2-1 
record, had two saves and a near-untouchable 0.39 ERA in 
23 innings on the mound. He struck out 27 batters, 
allowed just 19 hits and walked only nine batters. 

Komine’s back problems worsened at the end of the 
season, and he pitched just 4.1 innings in Nebraska's final

He was stingy in allowing extra-base hits last season, 
giving up just six home runs, including just two 
roundtrippers in his final 56.2 innings. For the year, he gave 
up an average of just one homerun every 13 innings.

Brandon Penas (pronounced PEN-yoss) had a great 
sophomore season after transferring from Doane College. 
Penas is expected to continue his role as a spot reliever but 
may also draw a couple of starts as one of the most 
consistent left-handed pitchers on the Nebraska staff.

Adam Shabala returns for his senior season as the 
starting right fielder after starting 45 games for the Huskers 
last season. One of eight seniors, he will likely bat second 
in the lineup this year after starting 34 games in that spot 
last season. He has a good arm and great speed, which 
should give Nebraska one of the fastest outfields in the Big 
12 Conference this year. 

Shabala does a fantastic job of finding a way to reach 
base and had the second-highest on-base percentage 
among Husker starters last season with a .496 mark.

Adam Stern was one of 28 players from Canada selected 
in the 1998 Major League Baseball draft. Stern was a 22nd- 
round selection by Toronto, but he turned down the Blue 
Jays to play at Nebraska. Coach Dave Van Horn said Stern 
has a strong arm and can play all three outfield positions. 
He enters the season listed as the backup left fielder behind 
sophomore John Cole and the backup center fielder behind 
senior Jamal Strong. 

An outstanding runner, he is solid defensively, but had 
an up and down freshman season at the plate. He provides 
the Huskers with a base-stealing threat and has power as 
well. 

The coaches hope to develop him into a leadoff hitter 
with improved offensive skills. He worked hard in the 
offseason to become a better hitter by playing for 
Nebraska's semi-pro Beatrice Bruins under Coach Bob 
Steinkamp. He hit .367, stole 30 bases and was selected to 
the MINK (Minnesota, lowa, Nebraska, Kansas) League 
All-Star game.

Stern hit .197 in his first season with the Huskers but 
got plenty of experience by playing in 38 games and taking 
61 at bats. Stern started 12 games as a true freshman, 
including six during the Big 12 season, All ofhis starts came 
in the outfield (four in left, eight in right).

Jamal Strong made an immediate impact for the Huskers 
last season after transferring to Nebraska from Citrus 
College. Strong established himself as one of the best 
baserunners in the Big 12 Conference, stealing a team-high 
34 bases, The 1999 honorable-mention All-Big 12 
selection can cover a lot of ground and will be counted on 
as the anchor to Nebraska's outfield as the starting 
centerfielder. Baseball America and Big 12 coaches tabbed 
Strongas the fastest base runner and the best defensive 
outfielder before the start of the 2000 season. 


1999 (Junior) 

Big 12 coaches selected Strong as an honorable-mention 
All-Big 12 selection after a solid junior season. Strong hit 
346 asa starting outfielder, starting a total of 50 games (28 
in center, 21 in left, one in right). He scored 66 runs, which 
was second on the team, and recorded nine doubles and tied 
ateam high with four triples. He drew 26 walks compared to 
just 21 strikeouts and reached base in 48 of 53 games. 

Strong finished second in the Big 12 with 14 stolen 
bases in league play and third in the conference with 34 
stolen bases for the season, despite being slowed by a 
hamstring injury for part of the season. His 34 swipes was 
the most by a Husker since Ken Ramos had 34 in 1988 and 
the eighth-best total in school history. 

Strong had one of his best games of the season in the 
NCAA Tournament against Mississippi State (5/28), 
reaching base six times on three singles and three walks. 
He took advantage of his 
opportunities to steal three 
bases in the game as well. He 
also stole three bases against 
Kansas (3/21) and Western 
Illinois (4/20). One of his 
other top performances came 
against Baylor’s national 
player of the year, Jason 
Jennings, in the Big 12 
Championship game. Strong 
singled and doubled off 
Jennings to lead the Huskers 
toa4-3 victory. 

In the field, he led NU 
outfielders with 110 putouts, 
committing just one error in 
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112 opportunities for the second-best fielding percentage 
on the team (.991). He finished the season witha 14-game 
hitting streak. For the year, he scored four runs on five 
different occasions, had 21 multiple-hit games and six 
multiple-RBI games. 


Citrus College 

Strong had two outstanding years at Citrus College, 
where he had a career average of .441, hitting in the top 
third of the lineup. As a sophomore, Strong had a .513 
batting average with 98 hits in 180 at bats, including 36 
RBI, 12 doubles, five home runs, three triples and 40 stolen 
bases. For his efforts, he was the Foothill Conference Player 
of the Year and was a two-time first-team all-conference 
selection, Asa freshman, he hit.391 with 31 stolen bases, 
22 RBI, seven doubles and three triples.

Vlieger 
suffered a broken ankle running down a foul ball during the 
fall season, but the coaches are hopeful he will be ready to 
go by opening day. 

Vlieger is a steady defensive player and provides the 
Huskers with a consistent offensive right-handed hitter in 
the lineup.

One of the nation’s most prolific conferences, the Big 12 
maintains its leadership role in academic, student life, com- 
petition, sportsmanship and compliance areas within the 
NCAA framework, 

Dedicated to achieving the highest goals in the integra- 
tion of academic and athletic endeavors, Baylor, Colorado, 
lowa State, Kansas, Kansas State, Missouri, Nebraska, Okla- 
homa, Oklahoma State, Texas, Texas A&M and Texas Tech 
combined forces on February 25, 1994, to forge the Big 12 
Conference, one of the most powerful alliances in NCAA 
competition. 

Individually, member schools have long been respected 
for successes both in its classrooms and its stadiums. In 
all, conference institutions have received accolades for the quality of academic re- 
sources, programs and services offered to students. Athletically, Big 12 teams have 
accounted for 159 national team championships-143 NCAA and 16 wire service foot- 
ball titles-while its student-athletes have claimed more than 900 NCAA crowns en- 
tering the 1999-2000 academic year. 

The formation of the Big 12 represented an undertaking by school chief execu- 
tive officers to combine resources to achieve higher levels of performance heading 
into the 21st Century. 

Institution chancellors and presidents serve as chief policy makers for the con- 
ference, operating as the Board of Directors. Administration of the circuit occurs 
through the Council of Faculty Athletics Representatives, Board of Athletic Directors 
and Board of Senior Woman Administrators, Kevin Weiberg began his tenure as the 
Big 12's second full-time commissioner on Dec. 4, 1998. Weiberg already has made 
great strides in Big 12 governance, organization and finance. 

The Big 12 took a bold step toward community service in May, 1996, by adopting 
Special Olympics as its primary philanthropy. Other charitable and community ser- 
vice organizations, such as the Lou Groza National Collegiate Place Kicker Award, 
NCAA YES Program and Best Buddies, to name a few, have the sponsorship of the 
conference. Member-institutions have provided facilities for local, regional and na- 
tional Special Olympics competition for years, but under the Big 12 blanket, Special 
Olympians, their coaches and their fans have the opportunity to interact as recipi- 
ents of clinics and other cooperative efforts in conjunction with Big 12 events. In 
August, 1996, Executive Directors of Special Olympics in the seven-state area and 
Big 12 officials decided to promote the national movement through public service 
announcements aired to all 50 states and overseas’ markets during Big 12 football 
and basketball games and on the weekly “Big 12 Showcase” television program. 

Another innovative venture of the Big 12 is the Life Skills Program and Academic 
Services. Programs such as the Student-Athlete Advisory Committee, Special Olym- 
pics and the YES program of clinics and stay-in-school messages to youngsters are a 
few of the life skills areas promoted by the Big 12, Student-athletes play an active 
role in community endeavors such as hospital visits, youth school programs, en- 
hance/eligibility information and anti-violence campaigns promoted through local 
appearances and public service announcements. 

Exposure is key in any endeavor of this magnitude, and the Big 12 has one of the 
best regional and national telecast agreements in the nation. ABC and Fox Sports 
Net combine to produce nearly 40 football games annually in syndicated, regional, 
national and prime-time windows. The Big 12 blankets television on the Friday 
after Thanksgiving with back-to-back national grid telecasts of ‘Texas-Texas A&M 
and Colorado-Nebraska. 

ESPN and ESPN Regional provide regional over-the-air syndication, national cable 
and national network coverage of up to 90 men’s basketball games per season. The 
Big 12 isa mainstay in the ESPN lineup with the highest rated college basketball slot 
on“Big Monday.” In addition to the highly successful syndicated package within the 
seven-state conference region, ESPN Regional markets 10 games annually to CBS 
and ABC for the Big 12. All 11 games of the Big 12 Phillips 66 Men's Basketball 
Tournament are aired either regionally or nationally. Fox Sports Net relies on Big 12 
supplied programming of regular-season volleyball and women's basketball while 
televising nearly 30 events per year. Big 12 championships also have a home at Fox 
Sports Net. At least eight Big 12 Olympic championships are televised on either a 
regional or national cable basis, and Fox Sports Net boasts one of the best weekly 
collegiate programs in the 39-installment “Big 12 Showcase?’ ESPN ventures into 
the mix by promoting and televising an annual Big 12 women's basketball challenge

and will air the 2000 Phillips 66 Men's Basketball Tournament title game. 

In all, packages with ABC, Fox Sports Net and ESPN guarantee the Big 12 the 
finest intercollegiate coverage through the year 2000 (2003 with ABC for football 
television) and $159 million to member institutions. 

The Big 12 hit the field with Oklahoma claiming the inaugural conference title in 
softball on May 11, 1996, Big 12 football kicked off in grand fashion as Kansas State 
defeated Texas Tech, 21-14, on Aug. 31, 1996, in Manhattan, Kan. Texas edged Ne- 
braska, 37-27, in the first Dr, Pepper Big 12 Football Championship Game to allow 
the conference to gain two Bow! Alliance berths. 

The Big 12 utilizes a North-South divisional format in football, with the two Okla- 
homa schools and the four Texas schools making up the Big 12 South and the re- 
maining six schools complete the Big 12 North. The champions of each division face 
each other in an electric showdown in early December to determine the Big 12 rep- 
resentative to the Bowl Championship Series, Thanks to the high level of competi- 
tion, the Big 12 was the only conference with two teams participating in the alliance 
in 1996 and 1997, and Nebraska clinched the national title in the ESPN/USA TODAY 
football poll on Jan. 2, 1998, with a 42-17 victory over Tennessee in the FedEx Or- 
ange Bowl. In addition to the alliance, the Big 12 has five other bowl agreements with 
the Southwestern Bell Cotton Bow! Classic, Culligan Holiday Bowl, Sylvania Alamo 
Bowl, Insight.Com Bowl and Sanford Independence Bowl. 

Eleven Big [2 schools, Baylor, Iowa State, Kansas, Kansas State, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, Oklahoma, Oklahoma State, Texas, ‘Texas A&M and Texas Tech, compete in 
baseball. The 2000 Championships will again take place at Southwestern Bell Park 
in Bricktown in downtown Oklahoma City, Okla.,on May 17-21, 2000. The Huskers, 
won last year's Big 12 Tournament, knocking off three top-25 opponents. 

In 1998-99, the 21 regular-season championship trophies were divided among 10 
schools. Texas won the Big 12 all-sports title by capturing nine trophies (men's bas- 
ketball, men’s and women's indoor and outdoor track and field, men's and women’s 
swimming and diving, and men’s and women's tennis). Nebraska (volleyball and 
women’s gymnastics), Texas A&M (football and baseball) and Oklahoma (wrestling 
and softball) each captured two Big 12 titles, while Baylor (soccer) Colorado (men’s 
cross country), Kansas (men’s golf), Kansas State (women’s cross country), Okla- 
homa State (women’s golf) and ‘Texas ‘Tech (women's basketball) each claimed single 
conference crowns, 

Men's programs regulated by the conference include baseball, basketball, cross 
country, football, golf, indoor/outdoor track and field, swimming and diving, 
tennis,and wrestling. Big 12-regulated women's programs include basketball, 
cross country, golf, gymnastics, indoor/outdoor track and field, soccer, softball, 
swimming and diving and tennis.

The Big 12 Conference has approved sites for 
the 2001-2005 Phillips 66 postseason baseball 
tournaments, including the first foray intoa major 
league ballpark. 

The conference extended Southwestern Bell 
Bricktown Ballpark in Oklahoma City for the 2001 
seasoninaddition to thecurrentyear 2000 contract. 
However, in 2002 the site will move for the first 
time to the Ballpark in Arlington (Texas), before 
returning to Oklahoma City in 2003 and 2005. The 
Ballpark in Arlington will again serve as host in 
2004. 

The commitment to The Ballpark in Arlington 
is the first endeavor by a major NCAA Division | 
Conferenceintoamajorleague ballpark. In moving 
the tournament to the home of the Texas Rangers, 
the Big 12 will expose its student-athletes and fans 
to one of the top facilities in professional sports. In 
addition, the Southwestern Bell Bricktown Ballpark 
in Oklahomais widely considered the finest Triple- 
AAA stadium in the country. 

The 2002 Phillips 66 Big 12 Championship at 
The Ballpark will be the first conference postseason 
tournament ever held at a Major League Baseball 
facility. Previously, the NCAA held regional 
tournaments at Arlington Stadium (since 
demolished) in 1976-78 and at the Astrodome in 
Houston. The 49,166-seat Ballpark in Arlington, 
constructed in 1994 and host site for the Major 
League All-Star Gamein 1995, is regarded as one of 
the nation’s finest baseball facilities, 

Big 12 baseball tournaments at Oklahoma City 
in All Sports Stadium (1997) and Southwestern 
Bell Bricktown Ballpark have been graced by over 
295,000 fans for 35 games in from 1997-99. The 
1999 Big 12 diamond tourney set a NCAA baseball 
record with total attendance (tickets sold) of 
129,334 for 13 contests during a conference meet. 

Big 12 teams from this conference have 
captured 159all-time national championshipsand 
have won 10 NCAA team titles since the Big 12 was 
conceived in Feb, 25, 1994.

15 months to accomplish what it took the 
Nebraska baseball program 50 years to 
attain -- winning a conference title. 

In a marvelous season-ending run, the 
Huskers defeated powerhouses No. 17 Oklahoma 
State, Oklahoma, No. 4 Texas A&M and No. 9 
Baylor to win the Big 12 Conference Tournament 
in Oklahoma City, marking the school’s first 
baseball title since the Big Seven Championship 
in 1950. 

Ina year filled with memorable moments, the 
Huskers capped the season by playing in their first 
NCAA Regional since 1985. Nebraska went 1-2 at 
Columbus, Ohio, to end the season 42-18, its best 
record in the 1990s. The Huskers lost twice to 
Mississippi State and eliminated Bowling Green 
(10-5) in NU’s first regional trip in 14 seasons. 

Spearheading the charge throughout the 1999 
season was first-team All-American first- 
baseman Ken Harvey. Harvey provided a rare 
combination of power and consistency, becoming 
the first Husker to win the NCAA batting title with 
a.478 batting average. He also hit 23 home runs, 
breaking the school record of 21, which was set in 
1988 by Bobby Benjamin. Harvey was honored for 
his defensive efforts as well, and was named the 
1999 NCAA Division I Easton Redline Defensive 
Player of the Year after committing just one error 
in 447 chances. He wasa finalist for every national 
player-of-the-year award at the conclusion of the 
season. 

Nebraska started the season 4-5, as a group of 
19 newcomers tried to blend with 11 returnees 


See year coach Dave Van Horn took just 


from Van Horn’s first team. The 
Huskers then got hot after finding 
the right mix, winning 16 of their 
next 17 games. 

En route to returning to the 
national polls for the first time since 
1988, the Huskers won two of three 
games at Oklahoma, swept three 
games at Kansas, marking the first- 
ever Big 12 Conference road sweep 
by NU. The Huskers kept their torrid 
pace by setting three NCAA records 
ina 50-3 win over Chicago State on 
March 16 at Buck Beltzer Field. The 
50runs marked an NCAA Division | 
best, as well as 48 runs batted in and 
margin of victory (47) inagame that 
was called after seven innings. 

Nebraska sported a 17-6 record, 
including an eight-game winning 
streak, heading into a home series 
with No.8 Texas. Nebraska opened 
the series in dramatic fashion, 
rallying from a 2-0 deficit to hand the 
Longhorns an 11-4 loss, vaulting the 
Huskers into first place in the Big 12 
standings. In the second game, 
Nebraska allowed a two-out grand 
slam in the top of the first inning, 
only to have right fielder Justin Cowan answer

itsmomentum into the final game fora 12-8 win to 
complete the sweep of the Longhorns in front ofa 
school-record 3,387 fans. 

Nebraska was slowed slightly in April, 
compiling a 10-9 record for the month, but notched 
two wins over College World Series participant 
Oklahoma State. In the third game of the series, 
sophomore third baseman Danny Kimura belteda 
grand slam in the bottom of the eighth to key the 
6-2 win. 

Nebraska also won two of three against lowa 
State and lost a 6-5, 16-inning decision, despite a 
school record 16 strikeouts in relief from freshman 
pitcher Shane Komine, who was later named the 
Big 12 Freshman of the Year and a Freshman All- 
American by Collegiate Baseball. 

After final exams in early May, the Huskers got 
their swings back in gear. NU won two of three 
against Southern Illinois, and following a 5-3, 13- 
inning loss, the Huskers went on a tear winning 
nine straight games. 

In midweek games, Nebraska defeated 
Northern Iowa 10-7 and beat Creighton in front of 
a crowd of 6,735 at Rosenblatt Stadium, 10-9, as 
senior Jay Sirianni earned his first career save. 
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in 1999, 


Nebraska closed out its home and conference 
seasons with a three-game sweep over Kansas 
State to finish the year in fifth place in the Big 12 
with a 16-9 mark. The Huskers were tough at 
home, posting a 24-5 record in the confines of Buck 
Beltzer Stadium. 

Nebraska carried its momentum into its first- 
ever game in the Big 12 Tournamentas junior right- 
hander Chad Wiles tossed a one-hit shutout ina 
5-0 win over No. 17 Oklahoma State. For Wiles it 
was the second shutout of his career and the first 
in Big 12 Tournament history. It also marked the 
first postseason shutout in school history for 
Oklahoma State. 

The next day, the Husker offense led the way in 
a 14-7 win over Oklahoma. Senior Jarod Bearinger 
earned the win throwing 6 2/3 innings, his longest 
outing of the season, 

Nebraska continued its success at the 
Bricktown Ballpark holding on to beat fourth- 
ranked and Big 12 regular-season champion Texas 
A&M, 8-7, to advance to the championship game. 
Trailing 3-0, the Huskers broke the game open, 
scoring six runs in the third inning against the 
Aggies. A&M trimmed the lead to 6-5, before 
Harvey hita solo home run and John Cole scored 
to put NU ahead 8-5. In the bottom of the ninth, 
R.D. Spiehs, who pitched 4 2/3 innings of relief to

get the win, gave way to freshman All- 
American Shane Komine. Komine 
struck out Chad Hudson with the tying 
run at third to end the game. 

In the championship game against 
ninth-ranked Baylor, Nebraska took a 4- 
() lead after the second and led 4-2 
entering the eighth before junior Scott 
Fries allowed an RBI double to National 
Player of the Year Jason Jennings. With 
the Bears trailing 4-3, and the tying run 
at second with no outs, Van Horn called 
on Wiles to get NU out of the eighth. In 
the ninth, Wiles got two quick outs 
before Anthony Hensley reached onan 
error and Jon Topolski walked. Eric 
Nelson followed with a rising line drive 
to left field, but Cole leaped up and made 
a snow-cone catch to preserve the Big 
12 title for the Huskers. The catch set off 
a wild celebration in left-center field as 
the Huskers earned their first 
conference title in almost 50 years. 

The win gave the Huskers an 
automatic berth in the NCAA 
Tournament and its first postseason 
appearance since 1985. 

In the first game of regionals at Bill Davis 
Stadium in Columbus, Ohio, Nebraska played two- 
time defending CWS qualifier Mississippi State. 
The Huskers led 8-6 after four innings, but No. 18 
MSU erupted for 12 runs in the final five innings to 
hand NU its first loss in 10 games. 

The Huskers 
rebounded the next 
day, defeating | 
Bowling Green, 10-5, 
Spiehs earned the 
win after holding the 
Falcons scoreless 
through 5 2/3 
innings. Nebraska 
pounded out 15 hits, 
including four by 
junior shortstop 
Brandt Vlieger. NU 
trailed 5-2 after five 
innings, totaling 
eight runs in thesixth, 
seventh and eighth. 

In the Huskers’ 
second elimination 
game of the 
tournament and 


second contest against Mississippi State, Jim 
Bailey homered for the second time in the regional, 
but the Bulldogs pounded 17 hits against three 
Nebraska pitchers ina 13-7 Mississippi State win. 

Nebraska's success did not go unnoticed, as the 
postseason awards came rolling in after the season. 
Harvey was named a First-Team All-American from 
three different publications and was one of three 
finalists for the Rotary Smith Award and the 
Golden Spikes Award, which are both given to 
college baseball’s top player. Harvey was later 
drafted in the fifth round by the Kansas City Royals 
as the 151st selection, while catcher Brian Johnson 
went in the 24th round as the 721st pick, also to 
the Royals. Sirianni signed a free-agent contract to 
play in the Cleveland Indians organization. 

Komine was an honorable-mention All-Big 12 
selection, along with junior outfielder Jamal 
Strong and senior Jeff Hedman. 

Off the field, several Nebraska athletes were 
honored for their academic accomplishments, 
including senior outfielder Erik Mumm, who was 
named a GTE/CoSIDA First-Team Academic All- 
American, the first in the history of the NU baseball 
program to earn first-team honors. Mummand four 
other athletes garnered first-team academic All- 
Big 12 honors. 

Although the year ended witha loss at regionals, 
Van Horn and the Huskers set the tone in 1999 for 
a strong and successful future for the Nebraska 
baseball program.

Nebraska junior All-American first baseman Ken Harvey ended his Husker 
baseball career with the greatest offensive season in school history. Harvey,a 
native of Los Angeles, led the country in hitting throughout the 1999 season 
and locked up the NCAA batting crown with a.478 mark. Healso was the main 
power source for NU with a school record 23 home runs. 

A career .426 hitter, Harvey lifted the Huskers to unprecedented heights as 
NU won the Big 12 Conference Tournament title, the school’s first baseball 
crown ofany kind since 1950, Nebraska advanced to the NCAA Regionals for 
the first time in 14 years thanks to Harvey's offensive 
and defensive efforts. 

The Easton Redline Defensive Player of the Year 
ended his career ona 15-game hitting streak, 
the third time he hada hit streak of more 
than 10 games during the 1999 season.

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A Look Back at the Longest Game in NCAA History 


Twenty-SixYears Ago, Nebraska and Colorado Played the Longest Game in NCAA History 


When Nebraska and Colorado finally ended the 22- 
inning marathon on April 26, 1974, everyone knew that 
ithad been one long day at the ballpark. The game was 
the first game ofa doubleheader and was scheduled for 
seven innings. However, the two teams played the 
longest game in NCAA history. While the effort was tied 
by Houston and Baylor on Feb. 21, 1999, the game is 
still ranks among collegiate baseball’s best with only 
eight other games lasting 20 or more innings. 

In addition, national records for at bats by 
individuals (10 by Jim Smith, Nebraska and Jay Sferra, 
Colorado) and bya team (CU's 78) were set along with 
total at bats (155) and CU plate appearances (88) and 
total plate appearances (175). Allofthe records set that 
day are still currentamong NCAA Division I schools. 

Nebraska struck out a total of 23 times (only one 
short of the record) and missed its best chance towinin Ls 
the 20th inning when right fielder Norm Glisman led off Jim Smith 
with a triple. After Doak Fowler struck out and Dick 
Anderson was intentionally walked, second baseman Ken Bauder missed the 
squeeze bunt sign and Glissman was cut downat the plate. After CU scored in the 
top of the 22nd, Buffalo pitcher Bob Kelly struck out the side to end the nearly 
five-hour endurance test. Randy Benish was the losing pitcher for Nebraska. 

Colorado tooka 1-0 lead in the fourth before the Huskers tied the game in the 
fifth when Bryant Akisada hit a home run to left off Mark Beaton.

1999 Big 12 Conference Tournament Champions 
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A Look Back at the Highest Scoring Game in NCAA History 


Last year, Nebraska broke three NCAA records by scoring 50 runs in a win over Chicago State 


ebraska made headlines across the nation last 

season after posting the most lopsided win in 

NCAA baseball history at Buck Beltzer 
Stadium. On Tuesday, March 16,NU players and coaches 
took part in an amazing contest, that had reporters and 
coaches calling from across the country to see if the 
score was correct. 

After defeating Chicago State, 15-3, in game one ofa 
double-header, the Huskers opened the second game of 
the twinbill by scoring nine runs in the first inning. That was just the beginning 
as Nebraska went on to win by ascore of 50-3, setting three NCAA records in the 
process. The Huskers set NCAA marks for runs scored, margin of victory and 
RBIs. 

“We never expected something like that to happen today; NU Coach Dave 
Van Horn said following the win.““To be part of the team that scored 50 runs is 
kind of a shock.” 

The previous NCAA Division I mark for runs ina game was held by West 
Chester, Pa., who scored 41 against Philadephia Textile on April 7, 1992. The 
previous margin of victory was 4] set in the West Chester game,as the Golden 
Rams defeated Philadelphia Textile 42-1, and Georgia Tech in a 41-0 win over 
Earlham (Ind.)on March 21, 1975. 

The 48 runs batted in by Nebraska shattered the NCAA Division | mark for 
runs batted in a game. The previous best was 37 by West Chester against 
Philadelphia Textile and by Clemson against North Carolina State on April 6, 
1979. 

Nebraska scored nine runs in the first, 10 in the second, four in the third, 
nine in the fourth, 13 in the fifth, and five in the sixth as the game was called in 
the seventh inning because of the 12-run rule. 

Eight Huskers belted nine home runs in the game. Including two by junior 
Ken Harvey, and the first career home runs for Scott Larsen, Adam Stern and 
Brian Kent. 

Besides setting school team records for runs (50), RBI (48) and hits (35), 
Harvey and senior first baseman Craig Moore each established or tied individual 
school records. Harvey and junior Jim Bailey scored seven runs in the game to 
break the school record of six set by four players. Moore became the third 
player in school history to drive in 10 runs ina game. The 10 RBI were a Buck 
Beltzer Stadium record. 

Bailey, who only had two official at bats, walked five times to tie a 50-year- 
old school record. Tom Novak held the previous mark of five set against Denver 
College on April 18, 1949. 

On the day, Harvey was awesome as he had four home runs, 10 runs batted 
in, nine runs scored and a double. In the game, Nebraska scored the first 23 
runs before the Cougars had a base runner, as Husker pitchers retired the first 
nine Cougar hitters. Eleven Huskers had at least two hits and seven had at least 
three hits. 

Senior Jay Sirianni earned the win over the Cougars pitching to six batters 
in the first two innings.
